Upon motion of Mr. Fickas, Neri Osborne was elected tem- 
porary Chief Clerk.

I have now the 
pleasure to congratulate you upon the realization of a greater

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prosperity than we had any sound reason to anticipate. For 
the present, this development of the elements of wealth is 
confined mainly to the southern part of the Territory; but 
the assured entry of the northern line, which has already 
advaheed nearly a hundred miles westwardly from the Rio 
Grande, will certainly, before the meeting of another Legis- 
lature, open to occupation and industry the large and varied 
resources of this northern portion of Arizona. 

Regarding the advent of continental railroads as an era 
and a new departure for the Territory, I brought to the atten- 
tion of the last Legislature such measures as I adjudged the 
changing conditions of the country made expedient or neces- 
sary. I think that in the main they hold good for the present 
day. But I will not occupy you with a repetition of these 
recommendations, preferring to leave them subject to the ex- 
perience of the last two years, and also to your better knowl- 
edge of local necessities. Your personal knowledge of these, 
will enable you to best present such measures for considera- 
tion as the increase of business and population seems to re- 
quire. 

The energy and experience which brought you to confront 
successfully the difficult life of the old Arizonian, will enable 
you to act most wisely and efficiently upon the new conditions 
of the, Territory. But there are a few points, to which I 
desire to invite your special attention. 

The subject of divorce, mining legislation, and, as part of 
the mining and agricultural necessities of the Territory, the 
water question; to be formally acted on by you, and referred 
by you to the Congress of the United States. 

Accredited legislative information concerning the resources 
of the Territory. 

Our intercourse with the frontier States of Mexico. 

I respectfully recommend that the subject of divorces be 
lefi to the Courts, where I think it exclusively belongs. At 
a time when everywhere so-called or material ideas are in- 
roading society, all action can safely be avoided that tends in 
any way to weaken the influence of women, which, in all con- 
ditions, is so powerful for good. In this connection, I recom- 
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mend for your consideration the expediency of recognizing 
and affirming by some statutory provision the principle estab- 
lished in recent Eastern decisions, as to what may, in the eyes 
of the law, constitute the condition of marriage in cases where 
there has been no performance of any lawful ceremony; and 
so, by statute, bringing such relations within the comprehen- 
sion and action of the law, without necessarily entitlmg them 
to its full benefit. I merely make the suggestion, leaving its 
reach and extent for discussion, in the event that it be enter- 
tained. 

In my last report to the Government, I urged strongly the 
obtaining some aid from Congress to develop the water sup- 
ply, taking the ground that the geographical position of Ari- 
zona, and its few rivers, exclude it from a place in the usual 
river and harbor bills, and that therefore its proportion of 
care from the General Government could fairly come in the 
form proposed. Possibly, the Legislature may think it advis- 
able to support my recommendation to the Government by 
some action of their own, through the Delegate to Congress. 
As you are aware, such an appropriation is now being ex- 
pended in Colorado. A thorough search over the Territory, 
having solely in view the finding and storing of water, which 
the structure of the country in many places admirably favors, 
end of which the results should be made known correctly as 
obtained, would be of peculiar and immediate advantage, and 
would lead to the early occupation of large bodies of grazing 
and wooded and agricultural lands now lying waste. 

The proved mineral wealth-of the Territory has already 
attracted considerable investment from abroad,and the facility 
of travel will now largely increase these investments, while 
also adding rapidly to the population. To further this move- 
ment, and give intelligent direction to settlement and the use 
of money in developing’ our resources, accurate information is 
needed. The Government has already appointed an able offi- 
cer to examine the Territory—but this is a matter of time. 
What we want is immediate information; and this informa- 
tion, concerning all parts of the Territory, can nowhere so 
well be found as among the members of this Legislature. I 
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therefore suggest, for your consideration, the expediency of 


appointing a committee.to prepare a statement from your col- - - 


lective knowledge of the Territory, to be published under 
your -suthority. It could not fail to be of great general 
utility. I have been so constantly applied to for such knowl- 
edge, that I have found it beyond the power of one person to 
give all the required information; and notwithstanding the 
labor given to such correspondence, it has been only sufficient 
to meet private inquiries, and did not reach the broad publie, 
by whom knowledge of Arizona is now so much desired. 

The increasing trade with Mexico, and the important min- 
ing interests of the Territory, are doubtless among the sub- 
jects which will chiefly occupy your attention. Upon these, 
the action of the Legislature may have an important bearing, 
constituting, as the mines do, the great interest of the Terri- 
tory, upon which other interesis mainly rest—and bearing in 
mind the expense which attends their proper opening and 
their peculiar conditions—I think that legislation may safely 
be directed to influence and encourage the investment of cap- 
ital in this property. To this end, I recommend to your con- 
sideration that no taxes be levied upon mining products. 

In our intimate connection with Mexico and its opening 
trade, I think it important to make the intercourse as easy 
and the investment of capital as favorable as possible. All 
measures tending to these ends, on this side of the border, will 
naturally induce corresponding measures on the other, and 
would operate greatly to the general advantage of both. 

I cannot close without adverting to the singular advantage 
of position which Arizona enjoys. When I last had the honor 
to meet the Legislature, Arizona was the most remote and 
secluded of the territories. Now, one transcontinental road, 
shortly to be followed by another, connects her with the whole 
system of Eastern railroads and the Pacific, and is about to 
connect her directly with the rich-trade of Mexico. The 
thoroughfare for the trade between the Pacific Coast and our 
Eastern States, in close proximity to the trade with ten mil- 
lions of people, we may fairly assume that the prosperity of

Mr. Speaker—Your Committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom was referred that portion of the Governor’s Message 
which refers to our relations with Mexico, have given it due 
consideration, and beg leave to submit the following report: 


The trade relations of the United States and Mexico are 
solely under the control of the respective Governments of 
those nations, and Territorial legislation can have little or no 
influence in the matter. Your committee notes, with a 
pleasure that must be participated in by your honorable body, 
the increasing cordiality that exists between the two countries, 
and more especially between this Territory and the Mexican 
States of Sonora and Chihuahua. American capital is build- 
ing lines of railroad, and opening and operating mines in those 
States. Southern Arizona offers a market for the agricultural 
products of the rich valleys of those States and the cattle that 
graze upon their hills, while Mexico offers a market for the 
manufactures that must inevitably spring up in Arizona. 

Cordial relations exist between the two nations, and in the 
near future, when order shall prevail in Mexico instead of 
revolution, when school-houses shall be the rule instead of the 
exception, and text books have more force than pronuncia- 
mentos, the two nations will enter in perfect amity upon the 
high rivalry for precedence among the nations of the earth. 

There is one matter to which your committee would like to 
call your attention, while they acknowledge your powerlessness 
in the premises, and that is, the existence of an old Mexican law, 
that prevents the holding of mines by Americans within 
twenty (20) leagues of the dividing line between the two 
countries. The law is a very old one; and has remained on 
the Statute Book because it was considered necessary to pre- 
vent complications that might arise between the United States 
and Mexico. In view of the good feeling existing, and likely 
to exist, between the two countries, an abrogation of that law 
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would work a mutual good to both countries, and open up for 

investment of American capital a stretch of country that has 

no superior in richness on the American continent.

opinion of the Surveyor-General of this Territory, does not 
authorize him to compel the attendance of witnesses, or en- 
force the production of evidence, in cases where the validity 
of such claims is disputed; that the greater portion of such 
Spanish and Mexican grants have been abandoned for nearly 
half a century, and have not been recorded in any of the 
archives of Mexico, as provided by the sixth article of the 
Gadsden Treaty, signed at the City of Mexico December 30th, 
1853; and that many persons have located mines, pre-empted 
lands and claimed homesteads on lamds supposed to be the 
‘public land of the United States, and expended large sums of 
money in improving the same on the faith that they were such 
public lands, and now find that their properties are threatened 
with confiscation of these private land claims without any 
means of properly showing their invalidity. We therefor, 
as a matter of justice to the miners and settlers, earnestly ask 
your most favorable consideration of this, our memorial, and 
pray your Honorable Body to appoint a committee to examine 
into the title and possession of all such so-called private land 
claims, with full power to compel the production of all evi- 
dence tending to establish their validity ; therefore,

Resolved, That the Washington National Monument Society | 
cordially invites those States and Territories which have not 
as yet made presentations of memorial blocks of stone for in- 
sertion in the monument now being erected in the Federal 
Capitol to the memory of George Washington, to furnish such 
blocks; and that the Secretary be and is hereby instructed to 
communicate this resolution to the Executive of those States 
end Territories, with the request that it be laid by them before 
their respective Legislatures. 

In his communications transmitting this resolution, the Sec- 
retary of the society says, that contributions of memoris 
` blocks, bearing appropriate inscriptions and devices, have been 
presented by many of the foreign powers—some taken from 
historical spots—as well as by some thirty-one of the States 
and Territories. 

I append hereto the letter of the Secretary as containing 
necessary directions concerning the character and size of the 
blocks required, together with other interesting particulars 
relating to the resumption and progress of the work, and ref: 
erences to Acis of Congress in relation thereto. 
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I also received yesterday from the Hon. Mr. Safford, the 
Commissioner appointed to represent the Territory of Arizona 
at the Centennial Anniversary of Peace to be held in the City 
of New York, in 1883, a telegram informing me that the 
association has been permanently organized by the election of 
General Grant to be its president, and further suggesting that 
this Legislature be invited to make some provision for having 
the mineral and other productsof Arizona properly represented 
at what is destined to be the greatest World’s Fair ever yet 
held. 

Both these subjects are more or less closely allied to that of 
the recommendation in my general message to the Legislative 
Assembly concerning the commission to prepare a statement 
setting out the resources of the Territory. It may be found 
expedient to appoint a commission which shall comprehend 
the whole subject, and I recommend it for favorable considera- 


tion.

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The work on the monument, in suspension for many yeerg 


is again resumed, and the obelisk is rapidly advancing toward; . 


completion, under the immediate direction and control of the 
General Government, in pursuance of Acts of Congress of 
August 2d, 1876, and of June 16, 1880, making appropriations 
for that object (44th Cong., Ist Sess., St. at L., Vol. 19, Ch, 
250, page 133; 46th Cong., 2d Sess., St. at L., Vol. 21, p. 268), 

The first Act provides for a joint commission to superintend 
the construction of the monument, and continues the Wash- 
ington National Monument Society for the purpose of solicit- 
ing and collecting money and material from the States, 
associations and the people inSgid of the completion of the 
monument, ete. 

The monument has now reached an altitude of 170 feet, 30 
feet having thus far been added to the structure this fall, and 
it is fully expected that the shaft will attain its ultimate 
height of 550 feet and be dedicated by the fourth of July, 
1884. 

Contributions of memorial blocks, bearing appropriate in- 
scriptions and devices, have been presented by many of the 
foreign powers, some taken from historical spots, and by the 
following States of our own country : 

Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, Ilinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, California and Utah Territory.

ment to the “ Father of his Country” which, in its grandeur 
and its strength, will endure throughout time, and bespeak the 
pre-eminent virtues of Washington to remotest generations.

them, accompanied by some suitable legend thereon. 

The block in size should conform to the following dimen- 
sions: Two feet in height, by not less than two or more than 
. five feet in length, and shall not be less than three nor more 

than six inches in thickness. 

Communications of recent date are at hand from the Gov- 
ernors of Minnesota and Kansas respectively, stating that 
those States will, at the coming sessions of their Legislatures, 
-provide for having their people represented in the monument.

that your honorable body will pay no heed to said petition, 
and pass no law that will interfere with the boundary lines of 
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this county, other than may be necessary for the establishment 
of the proposed new County of Gila. The annexation of the 
Town of Maricopa to the County of Maricopa would make 
.the enforcement of law in the county immediately surround- 
ing said town on the south and east very expensive to this 
county. It will draw from this county a large amount of 
taxable property, viz: 20 miles of the line of the S. P. R. R. 
Co., for the purpose of aiding Maricopa County, without bene- 
fiting in any appreciable manner the few citizens who ask it, 
Since the organization of this county that portion has had 
extended to it all the material advantages within the power of 
the county, whenever they have been applied for. If the 
Town of Maricopa is now without peace officers and a public 
school, it is because of the apathy of the few citizens residing 
in said town, they having taken no steps to secure them. We 
are satisfied that your honorable body does not desire to use the 
power entrusted to you by the people in such an arbitrary 
manner as to practically destroy the county, for the purpose 
of gratifying the wishes of a few of its citizens, or the cu- 
pidity of its neighboring counties. To segregate the portion 
sought by this measure to be attached to the County of Mari- 
copa, and take from us the larger and more valuable mining 
district of Globe for the formation of the proposed new 
County of Gila, would be to practically destroy the present 
County of Pinal, render taxation therein in future burden- 
some, and deplete our resources to such an extent as to render 
us bankrupt.s We, therefore, respectfully remonstrate with 
your honorable body, and ask that the petition of the citizens 
of Maricopa be wholly disregarded.

We, the undersigned, citizens of Pima County, would most 
respectfully represent that the rapid development of the 
mining industry in this county and the steady increase of the 
bullion product demand the establishment of a branch mint 
at the City of Tucson, that being the most accessible point in 
the county. We beg leave to refer to the statistics of the 
past year in referenee to the amount of bullion produced in 
this county alone, which reaches to the sum of three million 
dollars. This is but the beginning of an immense yield of 
mineral wealth when the different new enterprises now 
projected shall have been perfected. The whole mineral 
region from Fort Yuma to the Rio Grande, about six hundred 
miles, and from Globe City to the Sonora line, about four 
hundred miles, will be tributary to Tucson. The rapidly in- 
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creasing wants of trade and the rushing tide of emigration 
now pouring into Arizona render the location of a branch 
mint at this point imperatively necessary. It is estimated

Washington, D. C., December 27, 1878. |

Sir—Your attention is called to the provision relating to 
the Government in the Territories, in the Act approved June 
19, 1878, making appropriations for the legislative, executive 
and judicial expenses of the government for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, 
and for other purposes, as follows: That from and after the 
adjournment of the next session of the several Territorial 
Legislatures, the Council of each of the; Territories of the 
United States shall not exceed twelve members, and the House 
of Representatives of each shall not exceed twenty-four. 
Members of each branch of the said several Legislatures shall 
receive a compensation of four dollars per day each, during 
the sessions provided by law, and shall receive such mileage 
as the law provides; and the President of the Council and 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives shall each 
receive six dollars per day for the same time. And the several 
Legislatures at their next sessions are directed to divide their 
respective Territories into as many Council and Representative 
Districts as they desire; which Districts shall be as nearly 
equal as practicable, taking into consideration population, ex- 
cept Indians not taxed; provided the number of Council 
Districts shall not exceed twenty-four in any one of said 
Territories. And all parts of sections eighteen hundred and 
forty-seven, eighteen hundred and forty-nine, eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-three and nineteen hundred and twenty-two of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States in conflict with the 
provisions herein are repealed. That the subordinate officers 
of each branch of said Territorial Legislatures shall consist of 
one Chief Clerk, who shall receive a compensation of six 
dollars per day, one Enrolling and Engrossing Clerk at five 
dollars per day, Sergeant-at-Arms and Doorkeeper at five 
dollars per day, one Messenger and Watchman at four dollars 
per day each, and one Chaplain at one dollar and fifty cents 
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per day. Said sums shall be paid only during the sessions of 
said Legislatures; and no greater number of officers or charges 
per diem shall be paid or allowed by the United States to any 
Territory ; and section eighteen hundred and sixty-one of the 
Revised Statutes is hereby repealed and this substituted in 
lieu thereof, etc.: And in no case shal] the expenditures or 
public printing in any of the Territories exceed the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars for any one year. Perhaps 
the more natural interpretation of this language, separated 
from the context, would be in respect to the compensation of 
members of the Legislature, that the reduction should not 
take place until after the adjournment of the next session 
succeeding the passage of the Act, but this is not a necessary 
interpretation. The words “the several Territorial Legisla- 
tures” having been used in the clause first quoted, the words 
“the members of each branch of the said several Legislatures ” 
in the second clause may, without doing violence to the lan- 
guage contained in either clause, be held to apply to members 
of all the Territorial Legislatures which shall sit after the 
passage of the Act. A careful reading of the whole provision 
relating to “Government in the Territories,” shows that this 
is the correct Interpretation. It shows that every clause was 
made to have immediate effect, so far as might be practicable. 
Thus, the clause relating to subordinate officers of the Legis- 
latures prescribes the number and compensation of such officers, 
and repeals the sections of the Revised Statutes relating to 
that subject. It must, of course, apply to subordinate officers 
at the next session following the passage of the Act; other- 
wise there would be no provision regulating the number or 
compensation of such officers. The amounts of the appropria- 
tions for legislative expenses of the Territories, estimating 
the compensation of the members of the Council and House 
at four dollars a day for each member, approximate nearly to 
the amounts required for those purposes. Estimated at six 
dollars a day for each member, these appropriations would fall 
much short of the amount required. The provision for a 
reduction of the number of members of the several Legisla- 
tures would have had immediate application but for the 
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necessity of first establishing districts from which these 
officers could be chosen. The limits of these districts could 
not be intelligently fixed by Congress, and hence the establish. 
ment of them was assigned to the next Legislature which 
should convene after the passage of the Act. It does not 
seem reasonable that Congress meant immediately to reduce 
the compensation of the subordinate officers of the Legislature 
and to reduce the compensation of members who should rep- 
resent the new districts to be established, and did not mean to 
apply the reduction to members at the session of the Legisla- 
ture next following the passage of said Act. A careful reading 
of the debates in Congress and the changes made in the bill, 
as respects Government in the Territories, during its progress, 
confirms the correctness of the construction of the clause 
quoted in the introductory part of this letter, that the per 
diem of the members of the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the several Legislatures should hereafter be four 
dollars. The construction placed by me upon the second clause 
of the Act quoted in this letter is, that the Enrolling and En- 
grossing Clerk should be one and the same person; and that 
the Sergeant-at-Arms and Doorkeeper shall be one and the 
same person, and that the office of Messenger shall be separate 
from that of Watchman. In expending the appropriation for 
Legislative expenses of Arizona Territory you will conform to 
the construction given to said clause as above.

Crime, manslaughter; convicted at the November term, 1878, 
of the District Court of the Second Judicial District; sen- 
tence, fifteen months in the Territorial Prison; pardoned 
November 22nd, 1879, on account of her youth and good con- 
duct in prison, and because a marriage to a worthy man had 
been arranged for immediately on her liberation. The petition 
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for her pardon was signed generally by the citizens of Yuma, 
_ including the Judge before whom she was tried. 


ELHANAAR I. McDONALD. 


Crime, manslaughter; convicted October, 1878, District Court 
of Second Judicial District; sentenced October 24th, 1878, im- 
prisonment in Territorial Prison for one year; pardoned 
December 8th, 1879, on recommendation of the Judge before 
whom she had been tried, and at the request of his counsel. 


BERNARD VOGT. 


Crime, murder; convicted June, 1879, District Court, Third 
Judicial District; sentenced June 28th, 1879, to imprisonment 
for one year in Territorial Prison; pardoned December 30th, 
1879. Petition for his pardon was numerously signed by 
responsible citizens of Prescott and Mineral Park, substan- 
tiating his good character and expressing doubt of his guilt.

Court First Judicial District ; sentenced May 21st, 1879, to be 
hanged; committed for life imprisonment February 27th, 
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1880, after careful examination of the case had led to the 
opinion that the demands of justice would be satisfied by life 
imprisonment of the criminal. 


BRANLIO GOMEZ. 


Crime, assault with attempt at rape; convicted at February 
term, 1879, District Court Third Judicial District; sentence, 
eighteen months’ imprisonment in the Territorial Prison ; par. 
doned March 31st, 1880. Petition for his pardon was numer- 
ously signed by citizens of Tucson, including Chief Justice 
French, before whom he was tried. The Chief Justice says 
that “the defendant Gomez was unable to appear upon his 
trial several material facts in his defense which have since 
been clearly ascertained,” and believes he should now be re- 
lieved. The jury which convicted agreed in this recommen- 
dation.

Crime, rape; convicted at April term, 1878, District Court 
Second Judicial District; sentence, five years and six months 
in Territorial Prison; pardoned on account of doubt of guilt 
and some decidedly mitigating facts. The petition for his 
pardon was numerously signed by citizens of Pinal and Mari- 
copa Counties. 


JAMES PRINDERVILLE. 


Crime, petty larceny; pardoned July 16th, 1880, on petition 
signed by the U. S. Marshal, the Postmaster, and others of the 
responsible citizens of Prescott. 


JAMES RAMSEY. 
Crime, assault; sentenced J uly, 1880, to twenty days’ im- 
prisonment in County Jail ; pardoned July, 1880, on petition 
from residents ‘of the county, his neighbors, including the 
person assaulted. 
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JAMES K. FANNING. 


Crime, petty larceny; sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment in the County Jail; pardoned December 15th, 1880, for 
the reason that there were in his case mitigating and extenu- 
ating circumstances. 


HENRY PERD. 


Crime, assault and battery ; convicted in Justices’ Court, Tuc- 
son, July 6th, 1880; sentenced to one hundred and fifty days’ 
imprisonment in the Common Jail; pardoned October 30th, 
1880, on petition by citizens of Tucson, showing good conduct 
and because four-fifths of his term had already expired.

ary, A. D. 1880; the President of the United States issued an 
order setting aside certain lands to be annexed to the Navajoe, 


ag, 
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or Fort Defiance Indian Reservation, in the Territory of 
Arizona, as follows, to wit: Fifteen miles on the east side of 
said reservation, fifteen miles on the west side and six miles 
on the south side. That the quantity of arable land in the 
eastern section of Arizona is already too limited for further 
encroachments upon the same for the purpose of reservation 
for Indians. That through said order a large quantity of 
arable and irrigable land is held from public use and occu. 
pation. That said land, if devoted to pre-emption and occu. 
pation, would be settled upon and cultivated by a large num- 
ber of industrious immigrants, with their families. That the 
lines of said reservation are already sufficiently extended for 
the necessary and actual needs of the various tribes located 
thereon. 


Wherefore, your petitioners pray that the President of the 
United States will revoke said order and restore said land to 
public use and occupation. Therefore, be it 


Resolved, By the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona, that our Delegate in Congress be, and hereby is, in- 
structed to use all honorable means to bring this subject to the 
earnest and favorable consideration of the President of the 


United States. And be it further 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Territory be, and is 
hereby, requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing Memorial 
and Resolution to our Delegate in Congress, and also a copy to 
the President of the United States.

Herewith I respectfully return to the Council, without my 
approval, the Act of the Legislative Assembly No. 29, entitled 
“An Act concerning fire insurance companies doing business 
in the Territory of Arizona.” Ordinarily, the measure of the 
extent to which the insured is really injured is made to depend 
upon the value of the property when the loss occurs, unless it 
is otherwise provided by special contract. Property in terri- 
tories which are in course of settlement, and where business is 
often more or less experimental, is more than commonly ex- 
posed to the chance of sudden and great depreciation, and with 
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this fact in view, it seems oppressive to throw the burden of 
this wish’ entirely on one side and arbitrarily make the in. 
surer liable, as the Act under consideration does, for a fixed 
amount, without opportunity afforded for inquiring into the 
circumstances of the loss. To this insurers would not consent, 
and the inevitable tendency of the bill would be to drive re- 
sponsible insurance from the Territory. Whether the policy 
of insurance should be open or valued it seems to me may very 
safely and properly be left to the contracting parties. Believ- 
ing, therefore, that the effect of this bill would be unfavorable 
to the business of the Territory, I have concluded to withhold 
my assent to it.

they acknowledge the existence of the trouble, they do ‘not 
know whether (as they have no data) the exigencies of the 
case are such as to warrant any action on the part of the 
Legislature. 

An hundred men equipped, paid such wages as would secure 
the services of good men, and kept in the field for three 
months, would cost this Territory many thousands of dollars, 
and much of the time would necessarily be consumed in the 
organization of the force. 

The number of men would scarcely be sufficient to make a 
picket-line along that portion of Arizona that joins Sonora, 
and the paucity of numbers would render any effort on their 
part futile. 

Your committee also believe that, as the matter is of inter- 
national character, it might very properly be relegated to the 
General Government, which has now in this Territory a large 
number of available men, under the command of an experi- 
enced and able General. 

The prime consideration—and to this we would particularly 
call the attention of yourself and the august body over which 
. you preside—is the enormous cost to this Territory to do 
battle for the national honor, and the fact that the Treasury is 
not in a condition to furnish the means. 

_ Your committee feel the importance of this matter fully, 
and feel also the utter powerlessness of this House to take 
action such as is suggested in the Governor’s communication.

Herewith I respectfully return to the Council, without my 
approval, Council Bill No. 30, entitled “ An Act to fund the 
debt of Yavapai County, and to provide for the payment of the 
same.” I have disapproved this Act for the reason that by the 
fourth section the Legislature nominates and appoints C. P. 
Head and Hugo Richards to be the Commissioners provided 
for in the Act. ' Section 1857 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States directs that “all township, district and county 
officers, except justices of the peace and general officers of the 
militia, shall be appointed or elected in such manner as may 
be provided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of each 
Territory ; and all other officers not herein otherwise provided 
for the Governor shall nominate, and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council of each Territory, shall 
appoint.” The Commissioners provided for by this Act are 
not county officers within the meaning of the statute. The 
Supreme Court of the United States, in an opinion delivered 
by Mr. Justice Grier, says: “A county officer is one by whom 
the county performs its usual political functions or offices of 
goverement ; who exercises continuously, and as a part of the 
regular and permanent administration of government, its 
public powers, trusts or justices. A fixed number of persons, 
specially and by name appointed by the Legislature to act as 
2 Board of Commissioners in a matter about which, though 
relating immediately to the county, county officers in the ex- 
ercise of their general powers as such, and without special 
authority from the Legislature, have not authority to act, are 
not county officers.” The Commissioners provided for by the 
Act come, therefore, within that provision of the statute which 
directs that “all other officers not herein otherwise provided 
for the Governor shail nominate,” etc. It seems to me, also, 
that it is hardly necessary to create a special Board of Com- 
missioners, at a considerable expense, to carry out the intention 
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and provisions of the Act. The credit of the Territory is de- 
servedly good, and the negotiation of the bonds could therefore 
be readily made by the County Treasurer, upon whom this and 
other duties required by the Act would not be burdensome, 
For the reasons here given, I am unwilling to sign the bill in 
its present form; but relieved of the exceptionable provisions, 
I would be glad to approve it.

Herewith I respectfully return to the Council, without my 
approval, Council Bill No. 15, entitled “ An Act to provide for 
the payment and collection of taxes.” I have disapproved this 
bill because of the opinion that it would work injury to county 
warrants in proportion to their priority of date. As a matter 
of course, recently issued warrants would be paid into the 
Treasury instead of the money which they would displace, that 
otherwise might have been used to redeem the older warrants, 
and which the law directs shall first be redeemed in order of 
date. The operation of this bill would therefore be wrongful to 
the holders of the warrants already issued, in the depreciation 
which would follow, and to this extent its effect would be to 
impair the obligation contracted with them by the Act of De- 
cember 15, 1868, which required that all warrants now out- 
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standing, and those hereafter drawn, shall be paid by the 
Treasurer, in the order in which they were issued, upon presen- 
tation. The paràgraph in the second section of the Act of 
October 30, 1866, providing that all warrants are receivable 
into the Treasury in payment of any taxes, licenses or other 
dues to the Territory, was found to operate injuriously, and 
was repealed by the Act of October 5, 1867, which directed 
that all moneys due the Treasury, from whatever source de- 
rived, shall be paid in United States legal currency. Believing, 
therefore, that this Act would not conduce to the public wel- 
fare or convenience, I respectfully return it to the Council.

The following message received from the Governor : 
Prescott, February 23, 1881. 
To the Territorial House of Representatives : 


In replying to the House Resolution of Inquiry of the 21st 
inst., I append hereto a communication from Washington, end 
embodying a request from the Secretary of State and of the 
Interior, that I would use what means might be in my power 
to maintain good order along our frontier. 

It will be seen that a similar request addressed to the Gov- 
ernor of Texas was promptly responded to. 

The request which I had the honor to lay before the House 

vas based upon this communication and upon my knowledge, 
which I had assumed to be common to the Assembly and my- 
self, that the notorious condition of lawlessness and disorder 
which for the past two years has existed on both sides of the 
frontier is daily becoming worse ond no longer tolerable. 

Statements in the daily press of Southern Arizona currently 
show that these disorders continue and are increasing. Con- 
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tinued impunity eecorded to men who set the law at detiance 
may resonably be expected to result in greater excesses. 

The military force in the Territory is, by law, restrained 
from acting, end the ordinary civil authority seems powerless 
against these organized bands. 

These are the circumstances under which I availed myself 
of the presence of the Assembly, to ask for their aid and 
countenance in my intention to repress violence, and to take 
such needful measures es will effectually protect the citizens 
of the disturbed counties in property and person. I have 
reason to believe that such friendly co-operation may be ex- 
pected from the Governor of Sonora as will entirely tranynilize 
the frontier.

Siz—I have the honor to forward herein, for your informa- 
. tion, copies of two notes addressed to this Department by 
Señor Don Juan N. Navarro, Charge-de-Affaires, ad internim, 
of the Mexican Republic, in this country, both of which relate 
to alleged outrages perpetrated upon citizens of his country by 
a party of outlaws, headed by one Robert Martin. 

I should be pleased to have you instruct the Governor of 
Arizona, that, should Martin’s lurking place be found within 
that Territory, he will adopt such measures as may be within 
his power, looking to the breaking up of this band, and the 
preservation and maintenance of peace along the frontier be- 
tween the two countries. 

Upon communicating the complaint of the Mexican Govern- 
ment to his Excellency the Governor of Texas, that officer re- 
plied, under date of the 29th ultimo, that their frontier force 
would do everything within its power to break up bands of 
thieves and robbers that infest the borders of Texas and 
Mexico. 
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I enclose for your further information, also, a copy of a re- 
port in regard to this complaint, which Capt. George W. Baylor, 
commanding Company A, of the Frontier Battalion, made to 
the Adjutant-General of Texas, and which accompanied the 
reply of Governor Roberts.

tee, present the following for your consideration on House Bil] 
hh 
No. 93 : 
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I am unable to find any immediate necessity for the bill 
The county officials of the southern counties are amply able to 
cope with all offenders. The proposed troops, while they 
could not cross the borders, would be powerless this side of 
the line unless acting by authority of a duly sworn warrant, 
In either event the duties required of them are such as should 
be performed by U.S. troops, or by the various Sheritfs and 
U.S. Marshals. Similar bills passed in Montana gave that 
Territory a debt of between two and three hundred thousand 
dollars, and produced no benefit. It is an entering wedge 
which will increase our debt to dimensions no one ean foretell, 

The bill makes provision to pay 100 men for 90 days, arm, 
mount and equip them, when the Governor may deem neces- 
sary, at a cost which will not be less than $75,000, and may be 
double that amount, and whatever the amount may, be it shall 
be paid from the General Fund after the Special Fund is 
exhausted, as per section 7. 

It is furthermore likely that the next Congress will pass 
such measures as will enable the U. S. troops to maintain 
peace in the border countries. In view of all the facts the 
undersigned thinks the raids of the cow boys less detri- 
mental to the Territory than would be the proposed raid on 
our Treasury, and therefore recommend that the bill do not 
pass.

Herewith, I respectfully return to the Council without my 
approval Council Bill No. 15, entitled “ An Act to provide 
for the payment and collection of taxes.” I have disapproved 
this bill because of the opinion that it would work injury to 
county warrants in proportion to their priority of date. 

As a matter of course recently issued warrants would be 
paid into the Treasury instead of the money which they 
would displace that otherwise might have been used to re- 
deem the older warrants, and which the law directs shall first 
be redeemed in order of date. A 

The operation of this bill would therefore be wrongful to 
the holders of warrants already issued in the depreciation 
which would follow, and to this extent its effect would be to 
impair the obligation contracted with them by the Act of De- 
camber 15, 1868, which required that all warrants now out- 
stending and those hereafter drawn shall be paid by the 
Treasurer in the order in which they were issued upon pre- 
sentation. 

The paragraph im section 2 of the Act of October 30, 1866, 
providing that all warrants are received into the Treasury in 
payment of any taxes, licenses or other dues to the Territory 
wos found to operate injuriously, and was repealed by the Act 
af October 5, 1867, which directed that all moneys due the 
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Treasury from whatever source derived shall be paid in United 
States legal currency.
